The Jap- 
a@nese occupied the village of Sumica- 
cheng on the main road to Changtufu 
and Mamekai in the morning of June 
16, but they did not succeed in cross- 
feg the river. At 3 o'clock in the af- 
Rermoon the Russians recaptured Su- 
miencheng, three squadrons of Japa- 
mete retiring in a southwesterly di- 
rection.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 19.—Last 
Saturday's report of an armistice be- 
tween the Russian and, Japanese ar- 
mies was premature. There has. been 
no cessation of hostilities, and, accord- 
ing to afternoon reports at the War 
Department, Field Marshal Oyama has 
begun a determined advance with the 
evident object of forcing a genera] en- 

ent. 

While the Russian forces have fallen 
back before the first assault of the 
Japanese, no alarm is felt here over 
this fact, and a spirit of optimism pre- 
Vallis, many of the officials of the war 
Office declaring that Linevitch has ex- 
cellent chances of defeating Oyama.

Stewart seems to have been involved 
only as a friend of Mrs. Folsom. 

Mrs. Folsom and Mr. Stewart say 
they will fight their expulsion before 
the National Spiritualists’ Assdéciation, 
and before the courts, if necessary. 
There is more than $100 in the local 
treasury, and Mrs. Folsom declares she 
will hold on to it until the case is set- 
tled and her successor is elected and 
qualified in a manner which appears to 
her te be regular.

Olive street, 
and that Mrs. Folsom and Stewart, who 
have been under suspension some time 
on charges filed with the board by a 
committee of investigation, were ex- 
pelled.

When Frank P. Ford, gun expert for 
the Simmons Hasdwaere Co., was asked 
for his opinion of the shot that caused 
the death of Dr.’ Close, he would not 
venture a reply at once, but becoming 
interested, he made a number of per-| 
sonal experiments in the basement of 
the Simmons building with a revolver 
of the identical make of the one which 
killed Dr. Close, and loaded with cart- 
ridges of.the same make as those found 
in the pistol. 

This weapon was a Browning's patent 


revolver—a hammerless safety, which 
will not explode. when dropped, accord- 


ing to both Mr. Ford and Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond. 

The bullet used is lead, encased in a 
steel jacket, fired by smokeless powder. 

After making his experiments and 
taking careful note of each, Mr. Ford's 
conclusion, based on the following 
facts, was this: 

“The muzsle of the revolver that 
inflicted the death wound of Dr. Close 
must bave been at least three feet 
from him when the weapon was disg- 
charged.”’ 

(1) On the shirt which Dr. Close wore 
at the time he was shot, there was NO 
INDICATION of scorch or powder 
burns.

) At 12 inches the _ discoloration 
where ther ball came in contact with 
the cloth was more pronounced. The 
particles of powder that were not whol- 
ly consum burned tiny holes in the 
cloth for a radius of two in¢hes from 
where the bullet penetrated. 

(5) At six inches thé cloth where the 
balt entered was charred, and a circle 
half an inch in Gameter was blackened

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A WORD OF CAUTION. 

Several bills are pending in the Municipal Assem- 
bly granting valuable franchises to the Wabash Rail- 
road Co. and the Terminal Railroad Association. 

These may be required by the exigencies of in- 
creasing business. But there is good reason to exer- 
cise caution. 

When Secretary Taft's decision in the Merchants’ 
Bridge case was announced it wae given out by the 
representatives of the Terminal interests that the 
bridge arbitrary would soon be abolished. Just what 
do these promises amount to? That they were made 
in perfect good faith is not denied. But after the 
bitter experiences of the past the business commu- 
nity of St. Louis cannot be blamed for inquiring 
about the security.

Why strengthen the very 
interests which are sapping the vitality of St. Louis 
trade? If the arbitrary is to be abolished, why grant 
privileges which will enable the monopoly interests 
to tie a few more knots in the monopoly bond should 
they ever feel obliged by change of circumstances or 
change of mind to postpone the fulfillment of prom- 
ises? 

It is best to go slow. The city has granted enough 
substantial favors in return for promises which have 
so often been forgotten. The game of getting some- 
thing for nothing has gone too far already.

SPECIAL JURY LAW REPEALED 

Special satisfaction is felt in Missouri ovet the 
repeal of the special jury law, which was effected by 
the Legislature last winter and is now in force. 

The special jury law was a curious attempt to 
introduce prejudice into the administration of jus- 
tice for the benefit of anybody who could pay the 
expense. The law was passed, not in response to a 
general demand, but was a weak compliance with the 
solicitations of “interests.” It never had a respecta- 
ble standing among lawyers and was the obfect of 
censure among all citizens who desired justice as 
well as a verdict. 

If the jury system in Missouri is faulty, and it is 
admitted that egregious abuses have been practiced 
and tolerated, it should be reformed, not by adding 
another fault to correct those already acknowledged, 
but by stringent regulations to secure in every petit 
jury the best obtainable mind and character in the 
community. To permit a litigant to exercise any 
control of the jury list which his opponent cannot ex- 
ercise is to make justice blind in one eye only. The 
repeal of the law makes for fair and impartial treat- 
ment of all litigants.

At the outset it will teach public service a salutary 
lesson. There is a limit to the patience of the Amer- 
ican people.

BOYS WITH DEADLY WEAPONS. . 

The accident which caused the death of little Roy 
Beck is an object leason which should stop the 
mouths of those who would place deadly weapons in 
the hands of children and permit them to use them 
under the guise of Fourth of July patriotism. This 
sad accident was the direct result of such a policy. 

Edward Barton, the 15-year-old boy who acci- 
dentally shot Roy Beck, in giving his version of the 
tragedy, said: “I got the revolver after last Fourth 
of July, intending to use it this Fourth.” The boy 
had doubtless seen other boys and young men dis- 
obeying the law by firing revolvers on the Fonrth 
and his natural ambition to be like the rest caused 
him to buy this weapon. | 

The desire to keep deadly weapons out of the 
hands of children is not necessarily prompted by 
timidity or’ the fear of firearms. It is the man 
who is fond of firearms and knows their perils who 
is most likely to urge caution—not the man who 
never handles them and cares nothing about them. 

Before more lives are lost, the police should do all 
in their power to enforce the law against the dis- 
charge of firearms within the city limits. And 
parents and guardians should co-operate by insist- 
ing that their sons shal Inot be law breakers.

He 
found Meek there drunk and making a 
disturbance and tried to arrest § him. 
Meak resisted, and, Bruce said, he had 
to beat Meek with a rubber Dilly. 

Moek’s testimony was that Bruce 
dragged him head first down the stairs 
and all the way to the patrol box, a 
block distant, beating him over the head 
with the billy. 

John Fitzgibbons and Adam B. Roth, 
who said they were standing at the 
corner, corroborated Meeks statement, 
as did Reuben 8. Weaver, who lives 
across the street from Bruce and Meek. 
He testified that Bruce wam beating 
Meek so strenuously that he feared the 
man would be killed, and he yelled 
across the street to tell Bruce to stop. 

“Bruce told me to mind my own 
business,’ said Weaver, “and then de- 
liberately hit Meek another lick with 
the billy. I told him he was a coward 
to strike a man who was down, for he 
was dragging Meek head first along the 
pavement, and gave him no chance to 
get his feet and walk.” 

Sergeant Kline, who reached the box 
shortly after Bruce came up with his 
prisoner, stated that there were no 
wounds on Meek's head,that he could 
see. Mrs. Meek denied that she had 
asked to have her husband arrested for 
beating her.

The President’s letter to the committee of five ap- 
pointed to report to him on improved methods of 
doing public business is a model of sound sense. 

“There is a type of bureaucrat who believes that 
his entire work and that the entire work of the 
Government should be the collecting of papers in 
reference to a case/” says the President, “com- 
menting with eager minuteness on each and cor- 
fesponding with other officials in reference there- 
to. These people care nothing for the case, but only 
for the documents in the case.” 

The documentary excellence spoken of by the 
President is illustrated by the Beef Trust inquiry 
in which was gathered a great bundle of documents 
and a thousand yards of red tape. The papers in 
this case are supposed to be luminous and volu- 
minous and the officials who composed them are 
justly proud of them. And they enrich some of the 
cosiest pigeonholes in the department files. The 


Santa Fe inquiry is anotlier example. It is ad- 
mitted that Messrs. Harmon and Judson did ‘the

Several billa are pending in the Municipal Assem- 
bly granting valuable franchises to the Wabash Rail- 
road Co. and the Terminal Railroad Association.

SPECIAL JURY LAW REPEALED 

Special satisfaction is felt in Missouri ovet the 
repeal of the special jury law, which was effected by 
the Legislature last winter and is now in force. 

The special jury law was a curious attempt to 
introduce prejudice into the administration of jus- 
tice for the benefit of anybody who could pay the 
expense. The law was passed, not in response to a 
general demand, but was a weak compliance with the 
solicitations of “interests.” It never had a respecta- 
ble standing among lawyers and was the obfect of 
censure among all citizens who desired justice as 
well as a verdict, 

If the jury system in Missouri is faulty, and it is 
admitted that egregious abuses have been practiced 
and tolerated, it should be reformed, not by adding 
another fault to correct those already acknowledged, 
but by stringent regulations to secure in every petit 
jury the best obtainable mind and character in the 
community. To permit a litigant to exercise any 
control of the jury list which his opponent cannot ex- 
ercise is to make justice blind in one eye only. The 
repeal of the law makes for fair and impartial treat- 
ment of all litigants. ew

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BOYS WITH DEADLY WEAPONS, 

The accident which caused the death of little Roy 
Beck is an object leason which should stop the 
mouths of those who would place deadly weapons in 
the hands of children and permit them to use them 
under the guise of Fourth of July patriotism. This 
sad accident was the direct result of such a policy. 

Edward Barton, the 15-year-old boy who acci- 
dentally shot Roy Beck, in giving his version of the 
tragedy, said: “I got the revolver after last Fourth 
of July, intending to use it this Fourth.” The boy 
had doubtless seen other boys and young men dis- 
obeying the law by firing revolvers on the Fourth 
and his natural ambition to be like the rest caused 
him to buy this weapon. 

The desire to keep deadly weapons out of the 
hands of children is not necessarily prompted by 
timidity or’ the fear of firearms. It is the man 
who is fond of firearms and knows their perils who 
is most likely to urge caution—not the man who 
never handles them and cares nothing about them. 

Before more lives are lost, the police should do all 
in their power to enforce the law against the dis- 
charge of firearms within the city limits.

After casting up the final accounts St. Louis has 
found that its great Exposition was a profitable *invest- 
ment. Not the least gratifying feature of the enter- 
prise was the successful evasion of an unpleasant 
aftermath in the form of a period of financial de- 
pression, apathy and confusion. According to the 
officers of the Exposition, St. Louls has benefited in 
every way, and they say this benefit will be of a 
permanent character. 

It is traditional that world's fairs, or even any ex- 
positions conducted upon a large scale, are not finan- 
clally successful or productive of lasting good to the 
cities that promote them. Within 16 years there have 
been three great fairs of international consequence. 
Paris in 1900 exacted heavy tribute upon ail of France

Teo invest nearly 90,000,000 In a fair was a dar- 
ing venture. It had never been done before and 
precedent had stamped fairs and expositions as uni- 
formly losing propositions. But St. Louis carried it 
through, and now, half a year aftef the gates closed, 
it comes up smiling with a story of prosperity and 
businesa activity that is unparalleled in that city’s 
history. It speaks volumes for St. Louis, and the en- 
tire West shares in its pride.
